I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Report  on  the  various 
activities  of  the  Health  Department  and  on  the  sanitary  circumstances,  health  and 
vital  statistics  of  your  District  throughout  the  years  1941  and  1942. 

This  Report  is  again  an  Ordinary  Report  and  is  written  in  conformity 
with  the  suggestions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  2604  and  2773 
dealing  with  Annual  Reports,  hut  again,  owing  to  the  prevailing  war  conditions  and 
in  the  interests  of  economy,  the  one  Report  covers  a two -yearly  period.  The 
essential  statistics  necessary  for  maintaining  continuity  of  records  have  heen 
preserved. 

The  report  which  follows,  is  for  the  second  and  third  complete  years 
on  a war  footing.  Your  Health  Department  hy  its  vigilance  in  maintaining  the 

Public  Health  at  a satisfactory  level  and  the  demands  made  upon  it  hy  the  Civil 
Defence  Services,  continues  its  valuable  contribution  to  the  war  effort.  To  the 
members  of  the  staff  I desire  to  record  and  tender  my  gratitude.' 

I desire  to  thank  my  colleagues  in  the  other  Departments  for  their 
advice  and  expert  opinion,  which  has  proved  so  valuable  during  the  period,  and 
also  the  Council  for  its  over  ready  assistance  and  untiring  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES, 

Investigation  with  regard  to  the  examination  of  swabs  and  other  matters 
connected  with  the  diagnosis  of  disease  are  undertaken. at  the  Laboratories  of 
the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  Facilities  referred  to  in  my  previous  report  are  still 
available,  there  being  no  change  in  the  terms  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance. 

During  194-1  and  1942,  87  and  117  calls  respectively  were  made  for  the 
use  of  the  ambulance  by  persons  residing  within  the  Urban  District , compared 
with  78  and  68  for  the  previous  two  years. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  removed  by  the  ambulance  belonging  to 
the  hospital  or  institution  to  which  cases  are  removed,  although  it  has  been 
necessary  at  times  to  use  the  local  ambulance. 

NURSING  IN  TEE  HCME. 

An  Association  supported  by  private  effort  and  not'  subsidised  by  any 
Authority  provides  three  Queen's  Nurses  for  treating  non-infectious  cases 
in  the  homes  of  the  people. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

The  following  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  and  are  held  at  the  Clinic,  Council  School,  Devonshire  Drive, 
Eastwood  : - 

Child  Welfare  Centre:  Weekly;  Thursday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Ante -Natal  Clinic:  Fortnightly;  Tuesday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 
Post-Natal  Clinic:  Monthly;  Yfednesday,9. 30  to  12  noon. 

School  Clinic:  Twice  Weekly;  Tuesday,  2.00  to  4.00  p.m. 

Friday,  9.30  to  12  noon. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Nottingham  >Rctford 
and  Worksop  and  are  controlled  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Mansfield  and  Nottingham. 

The  Centre  at  Mansfield  is  under  the  control  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council.  The  Centre  at  Nottingham,  although  •under  the  control  of  the  Notting- 
ham City  Council  also  admits  County  cases.  A special  publicity  campaign 
was  commenced  earty  this  year  (l943)  to  encourage  members  of  the  public 
suffering  from  venereal  diseases  to  make  use  of  the  Treatment  Centres  and 
advice  available. 
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. HOSPITALS. 

There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  this  area. 

Institutions  at  Nottingham,  Mansfield,  Ilkeston  and  Heanor  are 
available  and  are  taken  advantage  of  by  the  inhabitants.  The  services 
available  in  the  City  of  Nottingham  ' v ght  miles  distant)  are  of  an  up-to- 
date  and  efficient  character. 

There  are  no  maternity  homes  ha  Lhis  area.  At  Heanor  and  Ilkeston 
there  are  hospitals  and  maternity  homes.  In  cases  of  Puerperal  complications 
a consultant  service  is  provided  by  "die  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  - The 
Nottingham  General  Hospital  and  Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  have  facilities 
for  admitting  complicated  maternity  canes,  and  also  cases  of  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

There  is  no  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  in  this  district.  In 
April  1942  the  South  Nottinghamshire  Joint  Hospital  Board's  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Debdale  Hall,  Mansfield  Woodhouse  was  opened  to  receive  cases  of  infectious 
disease  other  than  Small-pox.  The  provision  of  this  hospital  will  to  a 
large  extent  remove  the  difficulty  of  securing  hospitalisation  of  cases 
requiring  removal.  The  Infectious  Diseases  hospitals  at  Basford  and  Helper 
also  receive  cases  from  this  area  when  other  accommodation  is  not  available . 


HEALTH  VISITORS. 

These  are  supplied  by  the  County  Council  and  work  in  connection  with 
the  schools.  Cases  requiring  Orthopaedic  and  special  treatment  are 
arranged  for  and  undertaken  by  the  County  Council. 

No  Health  Visitors  or  Special  Nurses  are  emploj/ed  or  subsidised  by 
the  Local  Authority. 

MIDWIFERY  and  MIDWIFERY  SERVICES. 

Apart  from  changes  in  the  Nursing  Staff,  the  details  are  as  contained 
in  my  previous  reports.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 

WATER. 

The  whole  of  the  district  has  a piped  water  supply,  which  throughout 
the  two  years  was  of  good  quality  and  sufficient  in  volume  and  pressure.  No 
extensions  have  been  carried  out. 

DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE. 

The  whole  of  the  district  except  for  three  small  areas  is  provided 
with  sewers.  No  sewer  extensions  were  required  during  the  period. 

The  Sewa.ge  Works  are  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District  of  Basford 
and  serve  Eastwood  and  parts  of  the  Basford  Rural  District. 
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RIVERS  and  STREAMS 

RGAD^and--^rSRS, 

The  Nethergreen  Brook,  Beauvale  Brook  and  River  Ere  wash  aro  the 
streams  running  through  and  on  tine  Boundary  of  tine  district.  The  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council  carry  out  the  duties  under  the  Rivers,  Prevention  of 
Pollution  Act. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  •whole  of  the  house  refuse  collection  is  carried  out  By  the  Local 
Authority,  all  dustbins  Being  emptied  once  weekly.  Owing  to  the  increasing 
demands  on  available  labour  for  the  collection  of  salvage  the  question  of 
instituting  a fortnightly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  again  carefully 
examined,  But  owing  to  the  high  proportion  of  full  Bins  found,  it  was  not 
considered  practicable  to  make  a change.  It  was  estimated  that  1,80C 

of  the  premises  in  the  district  received  coal  allowances  from  which  source 
the  greater  proportion  of  refuse  is  collected. 

One  Bedford  motor  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  in  use  and  trollies 
are  used  for  conveying  the  dustbin  to  the  collection  vehicle. 

Arrangements  for  Storage  of  Household  Refuse.

Refuse  is  .disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. ' In  view  of  the  urgent 
need  to  economise  in  the  consumption  of  petrol  and  use  of  rubber  a more 
centrally  situated  site  for  disposing  of  refuse  was  acquired.  This  new  tip 
is  rented  from  the  3asford  Rural  District  Council  for  the  sun  of  £25  per  annum. 
The  tip  at  New  Eastwood  is  retained. 

Salvage . 

With  the  exception  of  one  man  engaged  at  the  Salvage  Depot  for  baling 
Waste  Paper  no  additional  whole -time  men  have  been  engaged  for  dealing  with 
salvaged  materials.  ■ All  householders'  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same 
time  as  the  refuse  is  collected.  Separate  collections  are  made  from  schools 
and  business  premises.  A new  ’Cameo*  paper  baling  press  was  purchased  in 
1941  and  a second  trailer  was  purchased  in  February  1942.  A separate 
collection  for  Kitchen  7/aste  was  commenced  in  August  1941,  sixty  bins  being 
distributed  throughout  the  district.  All  the  waste  collected  is  sold  to 
local  pig  and  poultry  keepers  at  the  rate  of  30s. /-d.  per  ton.

One  additional  licence  was  issued  during  1942.  All  licensed  premises 
have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
of  the  licences  issued. 

CANAL  BOATS  ACT. 

A number  of  visits  have  been  made  to  the  canal  at  Langley  Mill,  but  few 
canal  boats  have  been  found  and  no  occasion  arose  when  action  was  necessary.

SHOPS  ACTS,  1934. 

No  complaints  had  been  received  during  the  period  relating  to  ventilation 
and  temperature  of  shops  and  to  sanitary  conveniences.  In  one  instance 
after  informal  action  a defective  sanitary  convenience  was  repaired  satis- 
factorily. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

No  applications  for  licences  to  use  land  as  camping  sites  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  were  received.  One 
caravan  was  stationed  on  an  unlicensed  site  in  contravention  of  this  section 
but  was  subsequently  removed  from  the  district  following  a notice  from  the 
Council. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  statutory  action  during  the  period 
for  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances,  though  the  greater  ash  content  in  the 
lower  grade  of  fuel  which  is  now  available  to  industry  has  created  difficul- 
ties. Everything  possible  to  mitigate  the  nuisance  from  this  ash  has  been 
done  with  the  co-operation  of  the  industry  concerned. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS  and  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  svd.mming  Laths  or  pools  within 
the  area. 

ERADICATION  OP  BED  BUGS. 

One  of  the  Council's  Addison  Villas  houses  was  found  to  he  hug-infested 
hut  -was  satisfactorily  dealt  with,  the  methods  employed  axe  as  set  out  in 
the  report  for  1938. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  arrangements  for  the  immediate  notification  to  the  head  teachers  of 
infectious  disease  and  contacts  have  heen  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 

Section  D.  HOUSING. 

No  new  houses  have  heen  erected  during  the  period  either  hy  the  Local 
Authority  or  private  enterprise.  As  a result  the  demand  for  housing 
accommodation  steadily  increases.  The  reopening  of  houses  in  Clearance 
Areas  awaiting  demolition  was  considered  with  a view  to  make  more  accommod- 
ation available;  hut  the  conditions  governing  their  reoccupation  could  not 
he  satisfied  and  accordingly  no  further  action  was  taken. 

Notwithstanding  the  general  shortage  of  materials  and  labour  all 
essential  repairs  have  heen  carried  out  satisfactorily  and  no  action  under 
statutory  powers  was  required  during  the  period.  No  further  demolitions 
of  individual  house  or  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  have  heen  carried  out. 

One  family  was  displaced  from  a Clearance  Area  and  rehoused  by  the  Council 
and  one  case  of  overcrowding  was  relieved  hy  rehousing  in  a Council  house. 

In  view  of  the  need  for  giving  immediate  attention  to  drainage  repairs 
and  having  regard  to  the  shortage  of  labour,  the  Council  approved  the 
arrangements  for  carrying  out  small  repairs  to  drains  at  the  owners’  cost 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  275  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 1936. 
This  arrangement  has  worked  well  and  obviates  delay  in  a number  of  cases. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  arrangements  are  being  made  to  carry 
out  a preliminary  inspection  of  houses  in  order  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
new  houses  required  for  the  post-war  housing  programme. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twelve  retailers  and  three  producers 
of  milk  on  the  register.  In  one  onstance  the  production  of  milk  at 
unregistered  premises  was  discontinued  after  representation  had  heen  made  by 
the  Council  to  the  occupier.  No  application  for  registration  had  heen 
received  and  the  premises  were  totally  unsuited  for  milk  production. 
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Towards  the  end  of  the  year  1942 , the  Nottinghamshire  War  Agricultural 
Executive  Committee  sought  the  Council's  assistance  in  the  National  Milk 
Testing  and  Advisory-  Scheme.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  fortnightly 
sampling  of  all  Producers  and  Producer -Retailers  whose  milk  is  not  sent  in 
bulk  direct  to  dairies.  It  is  anticipated  that  improvements  in  the 
keeping  quality*-  of  the  milk  will  result  from  this  frequent  testing. 

Milk  sampling  is  also  regularly  carried  out  by  the  County  Council.

: Tlio  total  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  during  1941  v/as 

90  and  during  1942  was  204,  as  compared  with  538,  80,  142,  59  and  76  for  the  five 
years  immediately  proceeding. 

As  was  the  co.se  in  1940  the  high  figure  of  infectious  disease  notified 
during  the  year  1942  was  duo  to  the  notification  of  Moaslos. 

The  number  of  oases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  1941  was  3 and 
during  1942  was  6,  as  comparod  with  10,  31,  80,  24  and  19  for  the  five  years 
immediately  proceeding. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  during  1941  was  9 and  during  1942  v/as 
2,  as  comparod  with  9,  34,  46,  20  and  43  for  the  five  years  immediately  proceeding. 

Anti  -toxin  is  suppliod  free  to  all  medical  practitioners  for  prophylaxis 
and  treatment  of  Diphtheria  ; 

Thirty  promisos  were  disinfected  and  disinfectant  v/as  supplied  to 
infected  households. 

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
2230,  a scheme  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  commenced  early  in  the 
year  1941.  With  tine  active  co-operation  of  the  school  authorities  the  majority 
of  children  attending  school  were  immunised  at  their  own  schools  monthly.  Facilities 
for  immunisation  were  also  provided  by  monthly  sessions  hold  at  the  School  Clinic. 

At  the  30th  September  1941,  1,136  children  (241  under  5 years  and 

o95  over  5 but  under  15  years)  had  boen  immunised,  and  thoso  were  increased  at  tho 
31st  December  1942  to  1,330  (361  and  969).  The  percentage  of  children  in  the 

two  age  groups  under  5 and  between  5 and  15  years  who  were  immunised  at  this  date 
wore  87.24  and  79.03  respectively. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  children  who  had  boen  immunised. 


SCABIES. 

All  cases  notified  to  tho  Health  Department  arc  visited  and  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  given  advice  on  disinfection  and  treatment  by 
benzyl  benzoate.  Contacts  are  ascertained,  followed  up  and  brought  under 
treatment.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  the  co-operation  of 
parents  and  patients.  Tine  following  particulars  relate  to  the  year  1942  : -
